WILMINGTON/TEWKS- 
BURY - Residents of Allen 
Road in Tewksbury received 
some encouraging news at the 
Wilmington Planning Board 
meeting on Tuesday, October 
12, The latest plans submitted 
by proponents of the potential 
McDonald Road Estates in 
Wilmington no longer show a 
connection with the cul-de-sac 
at the end of Allen Park Road. 

Wilmington residents of 
McDonald Road, however, 
remain concerned with safety 
aspects of increased traffic, 
resulting from the addition of 
30-single family homes to the 
end of the existing narrow 
street, A traffic study has been

conducted, but final results 
were not available in time for 
the meeting. 

The four existing 90-degree 
turns on McDonald Road also 
prompted area residents to 
question whether those living 
on an extension of the street 
would receive adequate 
response time from emergency 
vehicles. 

The proposal is for the con- 
struction of 30-single family 
homes located at the end of 
McDonald Road and abutting 
the Tewksbury town line in the 
area of Allen Road. The land is 
currently zoned residential-60, 
requiring residential lot sizes of 
no less than 60,000 square feet.

proving a hurdle 
for developer 


WILMINGTON - The future 
of a certified vernal pool locat- 
ed off Beeching Avenue was up 
for’ discussion during the 
Conservation Commission’s 
October 6 meeting. 

Wilmington Parcel II, LLC, 
owned by Princeton Properties 
of Lowell, propose the construc- 
tion of four single-family homes 
on that parcel of land located 
off Beeching Avenue at the end 
ot Laite Road and Falcon Road.

“There is a lot of hesitancy on 
behalf of the Conservation 
Committee whether an artifi- 
cial pool could be as effective 
as a naturally forming pool,” 
said Robert Douglas, 
Wilmington’s Assistant 
Director of Planning & 
Conservation. 

Vernal pools are vital to the 
breeding and survival of a num- 
ber of indigenous species. A 
vernal pool is a depression in 
the ground which contains 
water for at least a couple of 
months per year and are often, 
though not always, dry by late 
summer, Because of periodic 
drying, and the resulting total 
lack of a fish population, vernal 
pools are an ideal area for 


applying for a special permit 
for a Conservation Subdivision. 
A Conservation Subdivision 
calls for the proponent to prove 
the maximum number of hous- 
ing units that would be able to 
fit on the parcel under current 
zoning laws by drawing up a 
“Yield Plan” and then allows 
that specific number of units to 
be built at a higher density 
level on less land, thereby con- 
serving the remainder of the 
parcel as open space. 
Wilmington Planning & 
Conservation Director Carole 
Hamilton had a number of con- 
cerns with the proponent’s sub- 
mitted Yield Plan, the scale of 
which was done at 1-inch equal- 
ing 150 feet. With such a small 


scale, Hamilton describes it as 
difficult to analyze the plan 
appropriately, 

“With that scale it was impos- 
sible to determine which lots 
were hammerhead lots and 
which were frontage exception 
lots,” Hamilton said. 

According to Hamilton, ham- 
merhead lots require a mini- 
mum of 80,000 square feet of 
area and must be able to 
accommodate a 150-foot diarne- 
ter circle within which the 
house must be located. 

“Frontage exception and con- 
ventional lots must accommo- 
date a circle at least the diam- 
eter of the lot width,” Hamilton 
said.

“The project team is particu- 
larly excited about this pro- 
posed residential development 
because it addresses the local 
affordable housing needs of the 
Town of Wilmington and two 
other significant local and 


Commonwealth planning 
goals,” John Pavan of 
Northbridge wrote to 


Selectmen Chairman: Michael 
McCoy. 

According to Pavan, the pro- 
ject will encourage the use of 
mass transportation because it 
will be built within. 750 feet of 
the Wilmington station on the 
Lowell line of the MBTA com. 
muter rail. Secondly, Pavan 
says, the proposed development 
will place back into active use a 
fiscally underused industrial 
site in a downtown mixed-use 
neighborhood.

Now or Never 


This Saturday, voters in Tewksbury will report to the 
polls to determine, once and for all, whether or not the 
senior center on Chandler Street will be expanded and 
renovated. 

Specifically, voters will decide if they want the town to 
exempt from the provisions of Proposition 2 1/2 to pay for 
bonds issued for the proposed project. 

Last week, voters at the Special Town Meeting served up 
commanding support for the expansion, with a glowing 
tally of 213 to 4. Such a ratio would appear to bode well 
for local seniors 

Alas, Tewksbury has been here before. Last year, a prici- 
er proposal to expand the senior center overwhelmingly 
passed muster with a vote of 255 to 15 at the special town 
meeting held in October. At a special election just a few 
weeks later, though, the nays beat the yeas by a painfully 
mere 85 votes-when asked for an override for the project. 

Everybody knows this. What they don’t yet know, 
though, is whether or not history will repeat itself this 
weekend. 

The chance exists. 

One resident opposed the expansion during the special 
meeting last week, rising from his seat to suggest that a 
lot of local seniors do not, in fact, use the current senior 
center. He stated that they’re more concerned with pay- 
ing for their medication and property taxes. 

Also, in a letter to the editor in this week’s edition of the 
Town Crier, a reader urges that money is instead needed 
for more pressing matters, such as the need to resolve the 
presence of perchlorate in Tewksbury’s water supply. 

Those objections are fine and reasonable and, hopefully, 
opponents will see their concerns addressed no matter 
what the outcome on Saturday. If, however, the subject at 
hand is the expansion of the Tewksbury Senior Center, the 
fact is, it’s now or never. 

If residents ever intend to expand and improve the 
Tewksbury Senior Center, the costs for doing so will like- 
ly never be more economical than they are now. 

Last year, voters ultimately rejected the $6.2 million 
price tag put forth by members of the Senior Center 
Building Committee in their hopes for an ideal expansion. 
The committee respected voters, took their criticism of 
the steep tally, and returned this year with a proposal that 
will cost $4.9 million. 

Last week, residents voted smartly to support the expan- 
sion in a way that knocks that $4.9 million down $800,000 
by holding this weekend’s election and, hopefully, paving 
the way for the town to seek a Community Development 
Block Grant from the state. To do that, an exemption 
from Proposition 2 1/2 is needed. 

This isn’t K Mart, friends. The price to expand the 
senior center is not going to be docked any lower. It’s now 
or never, 

As the Crier stated a couple of issues ago, Selectman 
Jerry Selissen put it best when, in a letter to the editor, he 
stated that local seniors have for years actively support- 
ed investments that residents have made in their fellow 
citizens, namely youths and emergency personnel. 
They've also patiently waited for their own opportunity to 
be granted improvements to their lives. Now it’s their 
turn. Selectmen Chairman Joseph Gill echoed such sen- 
timents during the special meeting last week. 

Also during that special meeting, Warren Carey, the 
town historian and Tewksbury’s former treasurer, remind- 
ed fellow voters that the senior center provides services 
to more than local seniors. He cited the Tewksbury 
Historical Society as an example. Local scouts, the 
Tewksbury Garden Club and The Piecemakers, a club for 
quilting enthusiasts, also use the senior center. 

These are things to keep in mind between now and 
Saturday. And when you do step into the voting booth this 
weekend, the Town Crier urges you to vote “yes” to ensure 
the expansion of the Tewksbury Senior Center.

week’s question: WHO HAS A BETTER HEALTH CARE PLAN FOR THIS COUNTRY AND 


By JIM WEBSTER 


Americans of all political persuasions can agree on at least one 
thing. Affordable health care is not a luxury; it is a necessity that 
ranks with food and shelter. 

I pay approximately $1,800 per year toward my employer-provid- 
ed group health insurance plan. My employer pays the remaining 
$6,200 for a total annual premium of nearly $8,000 to cover me and 
my wife. If we had children living at home, the premium would be 
even higher. To this we add a $20 co-pay each time we see a doc- 
tor, a $35 co-pay for lab tests, and $20 to $35 for each prescription 
filled. If we have a bad year with even a minor hospitalization, we 
pay up to the policy’s $5,000 annual deductible. 

I'm not complaining. I’m grateful to have insurance and to work 
for a company that is able to pick up the lion’s share of its cost. I 
cite these numbers because my costs are pretty typical. It’s the 
price these days for those of us fortunate to have health insurance. 

Forty-five million Americans - 1.5 million more than in 2002 - are 
not so fortunate. They have no insurance. If sick, they either do 
without medical care or they turn up at the emergency room. Of 
course, our hospitals do not turn away the sick and injured. The 
cost of caring for the uninsured is part of every hospital’s budget 
and is part of the operating costs they know they have to cover 
when they negotiate their fees with the insurance companies. We 
who have insurance ultimately pay the cost of those who lack it. 
This is a tax by another name. 

In fact, if we agree that health care is a necessity, any way we 
end up paying for our health care system is a de facto tax. Here in 
America we have evolved a system in which we choose, for better 
or worse, to privatize this “tax” and to let it be collected and 
administered by our employers and by private insurance compa- 
nies. There are better ways to fund and administer this social 
expense. Some—I among them—would argue in favor of a single- 
payer system. 

But, unlike me, neither Senator Kerry nor President Bush favor 
such a fundamental change in the way we fund our health care. 
Even so, there is an enormous gap between the candidates’ pro- 
posed methods for improving our present system and extending 
coverage to more Americans who need it. 


Bush's response has been lacking 


President Bush’s response to the rising cost of heath care has 
been minimal. The administration’s answer to the 
burdensome cost of prescription drug coverage is its Medicare 
prescription drug plan, which provides a confusing array of pri- 
vately backed prescription discount cards for seniors. As reported 
on the Annenberg Public Policy Center’s Factcheck.org web site, 
only 1.3 million of the 7 million poorest seniors and little more 
than ten percent of all eligible seniors have signed up for this pro- 


gram. 

A big part of the legislative tradeoff that underlies the Bush drug 
plan is a provision forbidding the government from negotiating 
with the pharmaceutical companies for meaningful across-the- 
board discounts for the elderly. The plan denies Americans the 
kind of discounts Canada negotiates for all its citizens, The Bush 
program offers our senior citizens some discounts - but these are 
discounted from the drug manufacturers’ already inflated prices. 
One hand giveth, the other hand taketh away! 


Kerry will make health care more available 


What does John Kerry propose as an alternative? For prescrip- 
tion drug coverage he will offer incentives for large purchasers, 
such as states, to negotiate bulk discounts with drug manufactur- 
ers. His “carrot and stick” approach includes both incentives and 
transparency rules that require the pharmacy benefit managers 
(PBMs) that manage drug benefits for virtually all insurers to dis- 
close the rebates and administrative fees they receive from drug 
companies. He will tighten the loopholes that let drug companies— 
the most profitable companies in the country—use minor changes 
in a drug’s formulation to extend their original patents long after 
they would otherwise have expired. 

To make heath insurance available and affordable for nearly 
everyone, John Kerry will create a premium rebate pool to cover 
the cost of catastrophic medical care. The rebate pool would 
assume the excess cost after the insurer covers the first $30 thou- 
sand dollars of a catastrophic or chronic illness. Relieved of the 
open-ended risk of paying for the most expensive medical cases, 
employers’ and their employees’ insurance costs would decrease 
by a projected $1,000 for typical family coverage. 

Americans spend $1.4 trillion for the most expensive health care 
in the world. Yet 25 percent of this cost is for administration, not 
for medical care. The system is clogged with paper forms and 
duplicate and conflicting insurance i Senator Kerry 
proposes a technology bonus program that will encourage replace- 
ment of this mire of paperwork with computerized systems, such 
as those used today by the Veterans Administration, that eliminate 
needless paper and cut the cost of each administrative transaction 
by half or more. 

President Bush and his supporters portray Senator Kerry's 
health plan as unreasonably expensive. They are wrong. The cost 
of health care is running away right now and you, I, and our 
employers are paying for it. Much of the cost of a better health 
program will be covered by redirecting the cost of inefficient and 
redundant administrative overhead into actual medical services. 
The rest will come from Senator Kerry’s plan to restore the tax 
rate on incomes of more than $200,000 to what it was in 2002. Based 
on the estimates of even politically conservative evaluators such 
as the American Enterprise Institute, at least 24 million presently 
Kerry health plan.

Committee session on October 
7 that began at 7:00. One hour 
and a half later there was a 
vote that is at the heart of the 
matter: Should the Master 
Plan Committee advise The 
Library Trustees to eliminate 
the Whitefield site as a site to 
be considered in the future for 
a-new library? 

‘The vote was 12 to eliminate, 
10 to continue with the 
Whitefield as a viable location. 
‘The first vote of 10-10 was bro- 
ken by a vote of the Chair. I 
respect that vote very much 
because far too much discus- 
sion was occurring and the 
group was not moving on. It 
felt very much like a Monday 
night Board of Selectmen meet- 
ing. The second vote was a 
reflection of the same scenario. 
If the Chair had voted for keep- 
ing the Whitefield site on the 
table, that would have caused 
another tie, 

Why eliminate it? A strong 
feeling is that the Library 
needs to be on the Common, 
specifically defined as opposite 
the high school or the Swain 
School site. This thinking 
reflects the question "How 
many angels can we put on the 
head of the pin?" 

It’s my belief that the Swain 
School site should be preserved 


exactly as it is. From a practi- 
cal point of view, maintaining 
the site as is serves a “traffic 
taming" purpose.

WILMINGTON - A well- 
known Wilmington business- 
man was honored on the night 
of Sunday, September 26, with 
two awards for his military 
exploits in the Korean War. 

Al Fiorenza was a 20-year-old 
Army corporal in the Korean 
War, serving with the Ist 
Cavalry’s _ , 8th Cavalry 
Regiment. On October 5, 1951, 
near Sonbyok, Korea, his unit 
was attacking well-constructed 
enemy emplacements when it 
was pinned down by enemy fire. 

Fiorenza advanced toward the 
largest and most formidable 
enemy position. Despite intense 
fire and a large number of 
enemy grenades, he skillfully 
threw several grenades into the 
enemy stronghold, killing the 
entire crew. 

A few weeks later, he and two 
other soldiers received the 
Silver Star for their actions that 
day. The other two men were 
wounded, but Fiorenza was 
unscathed. 

Last week, at Pier 4 
Restaurant in Boston, the 
Association of First Corps of 
Cadets, 21th Military Police 
Battalion of the Massachusetts 
National Guard, honored 
Fiorenza with two awards. He

The CWRMP supports the 
establishment of a permanent 
membership with the 
Massachusetts Water Resource 
Authority, at some point before 
2006, to meet future needs. SEA 
calculated average water 
demands in 2025 to be at 3.32 
million gallons per day (mgd) 
with a maximum demand of 
5.08 mgd. The current system 
is capable of providing an aver- 
age of 1.7 mgd with a maximum 
of 1.83 mgd. 

The wastewater management 
sectioned the town into 69 sepa- 
rate study areas and found only 
23 to be operating satisfactorily 
under Title 5 conditions. The 
remaining 46 areas were con- 
sidered to be operating ques- 
tionably under Title 5 condi- 
tions. 

Selectwoman Suzanne 
Sullivan had participated in the 
development of the CWRMP as 
a member of the CAC, but she 
had recently been critical of the 


final draft due to the inclusion 
of undeveloped town-owned 
water department land within 
the proposed sewer district. 
Sullivan felt that the potential 
of sewering that land could lead 
to its eventual sale and develop- 
ment, endangering the underly- 
ing municipal water supplies. 

The same parcel had recently 
been considered for a land 
swap, in order for the town to 
obtain the Sciarapa’s Farm 
parcel, but the board voted 
against such an action. 

After lengthy debate during a 
previous meeting, Sullivan's 
motion to send a letter oppos- 
ing the inclusion of that parcel 
in the CWRMP’s Phase III 
sewer expansion received a 
majority vote of the Board of 
Selectmen. 

Following SEA’s presentation, 
Sullivan challenged Zuena and 
Raiche to explain the decision 
to sewer that parcel. 

Zuena explained that the par- 
cel was included due to its hav- 
ing a municipal facility on the 
property.

ed at the sideline of the street 
right of way, along which the 
frontage will be taken without 
the circumference of the circle 
intersecting any of the lot lines. 
Approximately ten of the lots 
appeared not comply with these 
requirements.” 

The Yield Plan also appeared 
to show a road on land not cur- 
rently owned by the proponent. 

“This is important, as it shows 
potential lots in the yield plan 
that might not be accessible,” 
Hamilton said. “This inflates 
the number of units allowed.” 

Environmental issues also 
surround the parcel of land. 

With the land in question 
being situated next to the 
Sutton Brook Disposal 
Superfund Site, residents raised 
the issue of potential hazardous 
waste existing on the property. 
Residents were assured, howev- 
er, that none was found when 
tested by the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) in 2001. 

According to Sue Sinclair, 


CEO and President of 
Tewksbury Organization 
Against Illness and 


Contamination (TOXIC), the 
land did undergo less than a 
comprehensive level of testing. 

“The 64 acres was not com- 
pletely investigated,” Sinclair 
said. “They did not find any 
hazardous waste where testing 
was done.” 

The DEP described the test- 
ing done in 2001 as “a limited 
amount of test pitting and sam- 
pling on portions of the pro- 
posed subdivision,” in a letter 
dated April 3, 2001, authored by 
Richard Chalpin, a Regional 
Engineer of DEP. 

Chalpin’s letter informed 
Wilmington’s Planning and 
Conservation Department of 
the ence of “solid waste” in 
the form of demolition debris, 
material appearing similar to 
cinders or coal ash, and debris 
from pig farms that had operat- 
ed in the area. 

The letter also advised the 
Town of Wilmington to require 
a more thorough investigation 
of the land before any residen- 
tial development was permit- 
ted 

“The Department's investiga- 
tion was suitable to show that 
site conditions do not pose risk 
to people periodically walking 
or playing in the undeveloped 
wooded areas or open fields,” 
Chalpin's letter stated 
“However, in light of the histor- 
ical use of portions of the site 
as a pig farm and presence of 
what appears to be solid waste, 
a more comprehensive site 
investigation should be con- 
ducted to show whether or not 
the site conditions pose risk to 
residential users.” 

The matter will next go before 
the Planning Board on 
December 7, at which point the 
Town of Wilmington will 
receive peer reviews, paid for 
by the proponent, of the traffic 
study and the environmental 
findings. 

“Hopefully, the issues noted 
on the yield plan will be 


addressed by then, and a new 
subdivision plan will have 
evolved which is closer to one 
that can be evaluated by the 
board,” Hamilton said.

The Wilmington High golf 
team once again finished atop 
the Cape Ann League stand- 


ings. 

Wilmington (12-0) clinched a 
league title with a dramatic one 
point win over Masconomet, 
117-116, on Friday. 

It’s the fifth title for the ‘Cats 
in the past six years. Since the 
1999 season, Wilmington has an 
incredible record of 79-8-6. 

“T really didn’t know what to 
expect from this year’s team,” 
said coach Al Fessenden. “The 
kids needed to improve from 
last year and they were cer- 
tainly up for the challenge. To 
have an undefeated season is 
certainly an unexpected plea- 
sure for me. 

“The kids worked extremely 
hard achieving the goals of 
being undefeated and winning 
a league title. They’ve had very 
good leadership and we have 
the top one-two punch in the 
league with Kevin Velardo and 
Zack Ungvarsky. But in every 
single match, the kids stepped 


up to the plate. Not just Kevin 
and Zach, but all of them - 
Jason Evans, Matt Hackett, 
Brepdan Strem and Brian 
Frongillo have all come 
through for us.” 

The Wildcats managed to win 
despite posting their second 
lowest score this season. The 
only time they scored lower 
was 114 points against 
Newburyport in their second 
match of the season. 

As any fan of the New 
England Patriots will attest, 
championship teams get a few 
breaks along the way. 
Fessenden said Wilmington 
was fortunate to walk away 
with a win. 

“In any championship season, 
‘lady luck’, will be present 
sometime in the season,” said 
Fessenden. “And she was surely 
in the lineup (Friday).” 

Several Wilmington golfers 
shot below their season aver- 
ages, or at least their averages 
over the last handful of match- 
es. The Wildcats were led by 
junior Zack Ungvarsky, who 
shot a team low round of 39 and 


scored 25 quota points. 

Also scoring for Wilmington 
were Kevin Velardo, 44 strokes 
and 20 points, Jeff Yongclaus, 
44 strokes and 19 points, Jason 
Evans, 45 strokes and 19 points, 
Brendan Strem, 46 strokes 18 
points, and Mike Hackett 47 
strokes 16 points.

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BILLERICA — The Shawsheen 
Tech football team is off to 
their best start in recent mem- 
ory, but they are certainly not 
letting the fast start go to their 
heads.

Coupled with last week's 
blowout win over Manchester, 
the Rams have now outscored 
their past two opponents 99-8, 
and have allowed only 26 points 
all season.

day. 

The Rams added to their lead 
early in the second quarter, 
moving 62 yards in just four 
plays and finishing he drive 
with a four yard off tackle run 
by Marzeoti for the touchdown 
and a 14-0 lead. The score was 
set up by a 31 yard hookup from 
Holak to Brandon McCarthy 
giving the Rams a first and 
goal at the four.

According Ippolito and 
Advisory Committee Co-Chair 
Nick Rubino, the movement 
started when the last owner of 
the property wanted to develop 
the property by building more 
apartments on the site. 

“There was an outrage in the 
town that another historical site 
would be developed,” Ippolito 
said.
